Demo leaders turn down spending cut 
American POWs

Democratic leaders have turned 
thumbs down on President Nixon’s 
request 
for 
authority 
to 
slash 
government 
spending. 
They 
say 
Congress and the public are entitled 
to know first where Nixon proposes 
to cut. 


Although in agreement with Nixon 
that outlays should be trimmed and 
the year’s prospective deficit held to 
a minimum, the Democrats are 
drafting a substitute for the $250 
billion spending limit Nixon has 
asked Congress to pass. 


One possibility IS a bill to set that 
ceiling on overall outlays but to 
condition any needed reductions on 
prior announcement by Nixon and a 
chance for review by the Congress. 
The struggle could set the stage 
for 
a 
major 
political 
test 
in 
November. A Nixon aide predicted 
that any compromise bill of the kind 
under discussion would be vetoed by 
Nixon, who then would take the 
issue to the public. 


Speaker Carl 
Albert, 
Majority 
Leader Hale Boggs and other key 
Democrats derailed the Nixon bill 


Thursday shortly bclure it was to 
have been cleared by the Rules 
Committee for a House vote next 
week. 
It already had been approved by 
the Ways and Means Committee and 
had the endorsement of Ways and 
Means Chairman Wilbur D Mills, 
D-Ark. 
But Democratic regional 
whips, 
at 
their 
weekly 
closed 
meeting Thursday morning, took a 
unanimous 
stand 
against 
the 
measure. 
They pointed to testimony by top 
administration officials that the bill 


was so drawn as to give Nixon 
authority 
to 
cut 
wherever 
he 
chose—even in such areas as Soc ial 
Security where specific benefits are 
detailed in law. 
They noted also that the same 
officials, 
when pressed 
for 
information on where Nixon might 
apply the economy ax if given the 
power, would say only that he would 
not cut old age ix‘nefits. allotments 
to states, cities and counties under 
Nixon’s

revenue

program, or interest payments on 
the national debt 
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Japan breaks relations 


with Nationalist China 


SHANGHAI (UPI) - Japan and 
China today ended the state of war 
that had existed between them since 
1937 
and 
established 
diplomatic 
relations. Japan immediately sev­ 
ered 
relations 
with 
Nationalist 
China in a major diplomatic victory 
for Chinese Premier Chou En-lai. 
Chou 
and 
Japanese 
Prim e 
Minister Kakuei Tanaka signed a 
joint communique in Peking before 
flying to Shanghai for farewell 
ceremonies. It said Japan “fully 
understands and respects” China’s 
claim to Taiwan which was once a 
Japanese colony. 
The wording represents a step 
forward from the stand taken by 
other 
countries 
which 
recently 
recognized 
China. 
They 
merely 
“took note’’ of China’s claim to the 
offshore 
island. 
The 
Japanese 
wording opened the way for future 
treaties of friendship. 
Japan stopped short of cutting all 
economic and cultural ties with 
N a tio n a list 
C hina, 
but 
the 
diplomatic move left Nationalist 
China the odd man out in the 
diplomatic maneuvering that has 
preoccupied the Far East since the 
end of World War II. 
Japan thus 
becomes the 79th 
nation to• recognize China, but the 
importance of the latest diplomatic 
development 
represents 
one 
of 
Chou’s most significant victories in 
his 
efforts 
to 
legitimatize 
his 
Communist government. 
In a separate statement, Japanese 
Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ohira 
announced the abrogation of the 1952 
World War II Peace Treaty between 
Japan and Nationalist China and the 
end of diplomatic ties with the 
regime of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 
In Taiwan, Chiang’s government 
was reported shocked at Japan’s 
willingness 
to 
support 
Peking’s 
territorial 
claim 
over 
Taiwan. 
Foreign Ministry sources in Taipei 
said 
high-ranking 
government 
officials were prepared for a cutoff 
in Tokyo-Taipei diplomatic ties, but 
were not expecting a complete 
withdrawal in support from Japan. 
The Taipei government had long 
been 
prepared 
to 
accept 
the 
normalization of relations between 
Tokyo 
and 
P ek in g, 
but 
it 
nevertheless was caught by surprise 
by the wording accepting Peking’s 
claim to the island.

Nixon to send 
emissary 
to Saigon 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I)—President Nixon is 
expected to send a high- 
level emissar>' to Saigon 
this weekend to discuss the 
results of national advisor 
Henry A. Kissinger’s secret 
talks in Paris this week with 
Hanoi’s chief negotiators. 
This was disclosed today 
by 
high 
administration 
sources, who said that a 
review of the situation with 
South Vietnamese President 
.Nguyen Van Thieu appeared 
advisable because of what 
they 
called 
ill-founded 
rumors of an impending 
diplomatic breakthrough. 
The 
so u rces 
acknowledged that any trip 
by a presidential emissary 
to Saigon to talk with Thieu 
is bound to give rise to 
speculation that Nixon is 
seeking to pressure Thieu 
into agreeing to formation 
of a coalition government in 
the 
South 
without 
his 
participation. The sources 
insisted this was not true. 
They said Nixon intends to 
stand firm on his promise 
not to jettison the Saigon 
leader. Nixon is understood 
to have promised Thieu that 
the United States will make 
no agreement at the secret 
talks

approval. 
The Los Angeles Times 
said in a report from Saigon 
that Gen Alexander Haig, 
Kissinger’s

Hydrogen has bad image 


SAN DIEGO (U PI (—Hydrogen gas could 
provide man’s power needs with virtually 
no pollution resulting if only it could lose 
its frightening image —“ the Hmdenburg 
syndrome” —according to speakers at a 
scientific conference on energy 
Hydrogen, basic fuel of the sun. is 
obtained by splitting water into its basic 
components of hydrogen and oxygen 
It could be used to power automobiles, 
factories, provide electric power, heating 
and lighting except that it rouses fears of 
explosions and fires, said Walter Hausz, of 
the General Electric think tank at Santa 
Barbara, Calif. Hausz spoke to the Inter- 
Society Conference on Energy Thursday. 


His 
reference 
to 
“ the 
Hmdenburg 
syndrome” harked back to the explosion 
and 
fire that destroyed the German 
Zeppelin of that name as it landed at 
Lakehurst, N J in 1937, killing 13 aboard 


Hydrogen and oxygen obtained from 
water can bt‘ pumped long distances 
through pipelines as natural methane gas is 
now. he said It is no more dangerous than 
the natural gas now commonly stored in 
large volume in congested areas of many 
U S cities, he said 
When hydrogen is recombined with 
oxygen, it produces aside from the energy 
released—only 
water as a byproduct. 
Hausz said.

Lowest increase 
in crime in 12 years 


WASHINGTON (U P I)—The Justice Department has 
reported the lowest six-month increase in serious crime 
since the F B I began issuing quarterly statistics 12 years 
ago. 
The department released F B I figures Thursday that 
showed serious crimes rose 1 per cent in the first half of 
1972. Crime actually decreased in 72 cities but was offset by 
continued increases in suburban and rural areas 
“ We are crossing the line into the era of a crime 
decrease,” said Attorney General Richard G. Kleindienst 
in a Los Angeles speech Thursday. 
But Sen George S MCGovern said that Kleindienst “ has 
only told part of the story” The Democratic presidential 
candidate said the 1972 figures are comparisons with 1971 in 
which nearly 6 million crimes were reported or 1.5 million 
more than in the last year of the Johnson administration 
“ No amount of juggling the numbers can make the 
American people forget that the crime problem has 
worsened and the drug problem has doubled under the 
Nixon administration,” McGovern said in a statement. 
In prepared remarks by Kleindienst accompanying the 
FB I report, the attorney general stressed that crime fell in 
the District of Columbia, “ the only city which is under 
federal control and directly responsive to the administra­ 
tion’s anti-crime initiative” 
The F B I reported 19,104 violent crimes in the capital 
compared with 25,675 in the first half of 1971 for a drop of 21 
per cent

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New era of decreasing crime? 


LOS ANGELES «UPh — Attorney General Richard 
Kleindienst said Thursday the United States is enter an era 
of decreasing crime because of new public support for law 
enforcement and the beneficial effects of massive 
spending. 
Citing the nation’s latest crime statistics showing only a 1 
per cent increase in serious crime in the first six months of 
1972, Kleindienst said the credit is due the Nixon 
administration 
He said in 1971 the federal government indictt*d three 
times as many organized crime figures, and convicted 
twice as many as in the last year of the Johnson 
administration 
“ We have secured a total of some 1,600 indictments on 
evidence from court-authorized wiretaps,” Kleindienst told 
a news conference “ We have been able to make an average 
of four arrests for every such wiretap and, in the special 
field of narcotics, five arrests pc*r wiretap ” 
The nation’s chief law enforcement officer said that in 
1968, the year before Nixon took office, the national crime 
rate had gone up 17 percent 
“ Every year since then, the increase had been slowing 
down,” he said 


“ We are at the point of stopping the crime increase that 
began in the early 1960s,’’ Kleindienst said “ We are 
crossing the line into the era of a crime decrease ” 
He attributed the crime slowdown to an underlying 
change in public support of law enforcement and also to 
massive spending. 
Kleindienst estimated the federal government has 
provided $15 billion in financial aid to fight crime at the 
local level since 1969. 
Kleindienst said a few crime problems in the United 
States have been confused by “ fiction and fancv. fable and 
fairytale” 
One of those myths he said, was the belief that Hollyw(x>d 
created the underworld and, if left alone, its members 
would kill themselves off 


He quoted former Attorney (ieneral Ramsey ('lark as 
saying organized crime is a “ tiny” part of the overall crime 
picture in the nation 
“ The truth IS that organized crime takes many billions of 
dollars out of the pockets of Americans everv' year in illegal 
bookmaking, loan sharking, theft of securities, cargo 
hijacking, extortion and illicit drugs.” he said.

The law allows a U S company to set up 
a special corporation to handle its receipts 
from exports, and defer indefinitely the 
taxes on half the profits 
Continental’s request for the tax break 
was disclosed in correspondence which 
included letters from Sens Ftussell B 
l^ng, D-La , and Herman FT Talmadge, D- 
(ia , respective chairmen of the Senate

The county government should consider “ looking at 
area instead of a people- 
chairman of the Goleta 
Advisory Committee told the 
County Planning Commission this week. 
Farnum said his committee has conducted in-depth 
studies of the place of agriculture in the valley which is fast 
being urbanized 
We re getting to find that the highest and best use is 
agriculture, not subdivisions.” he declared 
Retention of agricultural lands for agricultural uses — 
rather than subdivisions and other residential projects — 
also reduces fire hazards in the foothills areas, Farnum 
said the committee has been advised. The U.S. Forest 
service has taken this position, he declared 
In addition. Farnum showed, only certain crops can be 
raised in the proximity of the ocean 
Farnum’s statement came as the planning body 
considered density factors in agricultural districts. 
Attorney Stanley Abbott, representing El Capitan Ranch 
and Dos Pueblos Ranch in Goleta Valley, said he concurred 
with recent county decisions which found residential 
density compatible with agricultural areas in Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Farnum said he felt the county should “ keep the integrity 
of agriculture” and separate it from residential. 
The Goleta and Lompoc-Vandenberg branches of the 
American Assn. of University Women called on the 
commission to set a minimum of one residence for 10 acres 
of agricultural land as designated by the general plan and a 
minimum of one residence per 20 acres in land designated 
for open and grazing use. 
Charles Graver, president of the Goleta Valley Planning 
Group, also urged the commission to recognize that 
residential developments had no place in agricultural or 
open space areas of the county 


Planners to recommend 
varying density quotients 


The County Planning Commission, wrestling this week 
with density factors involved with land designated for open 
and grazing, and agricultural use in the general plan, 
agreed to recommend varying density quotients to the 
Board of Supervisors ranging from five-acre residential 
density as “ high density” to 100-acre for the “ low densitv” 
figure A “ medium density” was spelled out involving £0- 
acre agricultural. 
County Planning Director Britt Johnson said the 1965 
general plan in envisioning a holding capacity of 711.000 
persons within the county had figured on residential density 
in agricultural or open and grazing lands. 
The commission continued for a week any decision on 
setting up a zoning symbol and conditions which could apply 
to agricultural lands not actually committed to agriculture. 
Commissioner Boyd Bettencourt said he felt some 
consideration should be given to a low density use of such 
lands. 
Lands with steep slopes, lacking suitable water and 
having poor soil could be included in such a designation. 
Possibility that an open space preserve could be set up as 
a zoning symbol was mentioned This is being discussed by 
the County Agricultural Preserve Advisory Committee. 


Nature may have tricky 
ways of preservation 


HONOLULU (UPI »—Puzzling “ virgin births” in an all­ 
female laboratory have prompted a scientist to suspect that 
nature has some tricky ways of species preservation. 
Dr. Hampdon L 
Carson, a University of Hawaii 
biological geneticist, accidentally discovered that a 
common species of fly can reproduce successfully without 
males. 
Carson found the young apparently are not only healthy, 
but often genetically identical to the parent The geneticist, 
who has been working with the flies for a decade, noted his 
findings could turn out to be a great advantage in genetic 
engineering and have application beyond the insect world 
Using the species of vinegar fly called “ Drosophile 
mercatorum.” Carson developed all-female laboratory 
cultures and the flies have been reproducing by virgin birth 
for many generations. 
Although self-fertilization does occur in some plants and 
animals, Carson said “ it is very unusual to find it in a 
species which is normally bisexual.” 
Carson, who ran into the discovery by chance, said he had 
isolated virgin females during an experiment when he 
noticed that some of them were reproducing anyway He 
learned the female is as capable as the male of supplying 
the second set of chromosomes needed for reproduction, 
the set normally supplied by the male. 
“ This is rather shocking because it shows that the male is 
not absolutely necessary,” Carson said 
He noted that the number of females whose eggs would 
develop without being fertilized by a male has increased 
from about one in 1.000 in the original experiment to 8 per 
cent of the fatherless flies. 
“ Male offspring from these flies are very rare and they 
are always sterile.” Carson said. 
Since virgin birth, or parthenogenesis, occurred in the 
laboratory without any intervention by Carson, the scientist 
believes it may be another of nature’s ways of preserving a 
species. These same females can still reproduce with a 
male if given the choice 
“ There are things which have happened in evolution 
which at first don't make obvious sense, but if something 
should happen to all the males of this species, this could be 
a way of ensuring survival,” he said. 
What makes the process even more baffling is that the 
species has demonstrated two types of successful virgin 
birth In the first method there is some variability, but in 
the second, there is none. 
Carson said “ the egg cell seems to double, taking a single 
nucleus and doubling it, leading to an individual without any 
variations—an exact, genetically identical copy .” 
Working under a National Science Foundation grant, Car­ 
son is exploring whether it is possible to instigate 
artificially this type of reproduction If applicable to other 
species, Carson said parthenogenic reproduction would 
have great affects on genetic engineering

Remember the 1950s when Y. A Tittle was quarterback 
for the San Francisco 49ers? Just when the 49er fans had 
conceded defeat. The Bald Eagle would haul back and 
heave an impossible bomb The ball looped over de­ 
fenders and sailed 40 or maybe 50 yards. 
Then, receiver R C. Owens went into his "Alley-Oop” 
act He stretched up like a plastic man to spear the ball 
for a last second touchdown The crowd came unhinged 
Mas. Tittle’s bomb is dead It was shelved during the 
1960s with the advent of gorilla-sized defensive linemen, 
blitzing safeties and the waffled fretwork of the zone de­ 
fense 
Not only has the bomb been retired, the forward pass 
is all but obsolete. Replaced by dinky flares and screens, 
the pass of the 1970s is really nothing but an extention 
of the hand-off. Pro and college quarterbacks today look 
like kids tossing beanbags into a wastebasket. 
\ few oldtimers still thrill crowds by putting the ball 
downfield The 49ers John Brodie, Oakland’s Daryle La- 
monica and Len Dawson of the Kansas City Chiefs pre- 
tend the zone doesn’t exist But their banners are frayed 
Newcomers stand in the wings anxious to replace the 
go-for-broke pass with a new error-free, let-the-defense- 
do it philosophy, 
I he comers are men like Ken Anderson of Cincinnati, 
Don Horn of Denver and Jim Plunkett of the New Eng­ 
land Patriots. Archie Manning of New Orleans and Dan 
Pastorini of Houston, Mike Phipps of Cleveland, Ken 
Stabler of Oakland, Terry Bradshaw of Pittsburgh, John 
Reeves ol Philadelphia and Scott Hunter of Green Bay. 
Some of them will be stars, but whether there will be a 
super star status for quarterbacks in this decade is still 
questionable 
Die way things are going quarterbacks 
may become as obscure as an offensive tackle 
1 called up one of my old-time favorites. Tittle, the 
other day, and he confirmed my direst prediction for the 
new boys who are waiting in the wings: The gambling 
quarterback as the star of the show has been replaced 
by a computer coded machine-like football team which 
relies more on defense than offense.

Another revision 


The revision of the State Constitution is 
taking 
a 
dreadfully 
long 
time 
and 
therefore voters once again must decide 
issues on the November ballot related to 
the revision project. 
The Constitution is a m assive document, 
outdated in many respects, complicated in 
other respects. 
Proposition 6 on the November ballot is 
entitled 
“ Miscellaneous 
Constitutional 
Revisions.’ Basically the approval would 
delete a provision of the Constitution 
limiting terms of offices and com m issions 
to four years; provided that salaries of 
elected 
State 
officers 
of 
all 
three 
government branches cannot be reduced 
during the term elected and authorizes the 
continuation of the Constitution Revision 
Commission. 


Presently, should it be desirable to 
shorten or lengthen the term of an office or 
commission, a Constitutional amendment

is necessary. Approval ot this measure 
would drop this necessity. It is difficult to 
predict just how many times this would 
happen, but Constitutional amendments 
are costly to the taxpayer. Should such a 
shortening or lengthening of an office be 
proven to the benefit of the citizens, it 
should be undertaken without such costs 
involved. 
As to protecting the salaries of elected 
officers during the term of office, it is a 
logical move. If an officer of government 
were not doing a good job, reduction of 
salary would not be the answer. The 
answer would lie in the ballot box or in 
recall action. 
The Constitution Revision Commission 
has been in existence for several years and 
their job is far from finished. Approval of 
the continuation of their work is in order. 
We would recommend a “ yes 
vote on 
Proposition 6.

WASHINGTON - With Congress 
in 
its 
stretch 
drive 
before 
adjournment, it looks as if only 
three consumer protection bills will 
be 
passed 
over 
the 
relentless 
opposition of corporate lobbyists, 
often in subtle concert with White 
House aides. 
The most impor­ 
tant of these bills 
would establish a 
consumer 
protec­ 
tion agency to rep­ 
resent 
consumer 
interests 
before 
other federal reg­ 
ulatory agencies 
This agency would not regulate 
anything; 
rather 
its 
lawyers, 
accountants, economists, engineers 
and 
scientists 
would 
simply 
advocate consumer rights for lower 
utility rates, safer food, drugs, 
automobiles and engage in many 
other 
activities 
before 
federal 
agencies who often neglect their 
consumer duties in favor of special 
interest groups. 
Long-time 
Congressional 
staff 
people say they have never seen a 
more ferocious lobbying effort to 
block or undermine a bill Leading 
forces against the bill include the 
Grocery Manufacturers of America, 
Proctor 
and 
Gamble, 
and 
the 
National Chamber of Commerce. 


They are in opposition because a 
consumer agency would be effective 
as well as non-bureaucratic and 
inexpensive. The federal agency’s 
proposed budget in two years, for 
example, will be equivalent to 5 
hours’ gross revenue of General

expenditures of the Pentagon Yet 
this 
consumer 
watchdog 
could 
easily save thousands of lives and
